Associate 
Judge E. P. Miller dissented on thegrounc 
that there is no public necessity in this 
county for a saloon, and that sentiment in 
the county is against granting licenses.

MONGOOSE IS A PEST 
f*' 


W EST INDIES SEEKING PLAN TO 


GET RID OF IT* 


Government Rewards Have Only Had 
the Effect of Adding to Their 
Number* and the Problem Ha* 
Become Serious. 


“Tho mongoose pest is becoming 
really serious; it is worse than ever,” 
writes a Trinidad correspondent to a 
British paper. 
Formerly, ho says, tho government 
gave a substantial reward for each 
body or toil produced, but no sub­ 
stantial reduction resulted. Somo en- 
♦ 
terprising peasants wcro suspected of 
making a successful minor industry 
by breeding the mongoose, and in ono 
ward it was established that an inno­ 
cent warden had paid for tho samo 
tails over and over again. 
As soon 
as bought they wero burled, only to 
bo dug up and sold again in the morn­ 
ing. 
Another amusing, if expensive, thing 
occurred in this connection. In two ad­ 
joining wards 
an 
experiment was 
tried. At one they gave a flat rate— 
75 cents each—male or female. 
At 
another the price was $1 for tho fe­ 
male and 50 cents for the male. 
After some time it dawned on tho 
official purchasers that there was a 
great preponderance of females in tho 
latter ward. Th^ simple peasant had 
again proved one too many for the au­ 
thorities. Inquiry proved that all the 
females caught in both wards wore 
sold in the one where tho price was 
raised, and all the males vice versa. 
Then the government got tired of it, 
and no further reward was given. 
The mongoose, it may bo recalled, 
was imported into tho West Indies in 
the seventies of last century, to ex­ 
terminate the rats which ravaged tho 
cane fields. 
They did this most ef­ 
fectually, hut, having destroyed the 
rats, they turned thoir attention to 
poultry and birds. 
Then lizards fell 
a prey to their voracious appetites, 
with the result that the insects in­ 
creased in an alarming extent. Final­ 
ly the mongoose became as great a 
pest there as rabbits are in Australia. 


National Debt of France. 
The national debt of Franco listed 
before the outbreak of war was $0,- 
436.129.000, (American Whitaker, 1915, 
latest figures available, 3913). Assum­ 
ing that subscriptions to the French 
loan of victory reach a total of $4,000,- 
000,000, the total debt of France at the 
present time would, according to the 
best estimate available at the mo­ 
ment, be in the neighborhood of $1G,- 
800.000.000. By tho listing before the 
war, which is chiefly for the fiscal 
year ended in October, 1913, the larg­ 
est national debt was that of France, 
with Russia second, the United King­ 
dom third, Italy fourth, and Spain 
fifth. From the outbreak of war until 
October of this year Germany had 
been tho largest borrower, Great Brit­ 
ain the second, Russia third, France 
fourth, and Austria fifth. 
Germany’s 
debt has increased by more than 500 
per cent, Great Britain’s by about 160 
per cent, Russia's by about 50 per 
cent, while that of France has in­ 
creased by less than one-third. 
This 
does not, however, include the “loan 
of victory.>> 


Kipling No Lover of Cats. 
Rudyard Kipling, says the London 
Chronicle, is evidently no lover of 
cats, for the tale of “The Cat Who 
Walked by Himself' is based on tho 
latest hostility between the cat and 
the man. Ho describes how the dog, 
the horse and tho cat in turn are at­ 
tracted to th,e cave of our ancestors 
and become domesticated, but the cat 
still retains his freedom. Even though 
he has fallen a victim to tho seduc­ 
tions of the fireside, and agreed to ac­ 
cept the terms imposed by the man 
and tho dog, he never becomes really 
friendly. 
You remember the lines: “He will 
kilbmice and he will bo kind to babies 
when he is in the house, just as long 
as they don’t pull his tail too hard. 
But . . . when night comes he is tho 
cat that walks by himself, and all 
places are alike to him. Then he goes 
out to the wet, wild woods, up the 
wet, wild trees, or on the wet, wild 
roofs waving his wild tail and walking 
by his wild love. 9

In somo places 
old mountains project through the pet­ 
rified lava flood as islands project 
abovo tho surface of the sea, and old 
ridges stick out into it as capes and 
promontories. 
Tho area covered by 
tho Snake river lava is about 20,000 
square miles. So far as is now known, 
thcro is but ono lava field in North 
America of greater oxtont, tlio Colum­ 
bia river lava field, which covers about 
200,000 squaro miles. In Snake River 
canyon below Shdshono falls nearly 700 
feet of horizontal sheets of lava are 
exposed, but whether this is tho maxi­ 
mum thickness or not cannot bo told.

In Hungary men vote at twenty, but 
in Austria, which the Irish bullmaker 
would designate the “major half” of 
Emperor Charles Joseph’s empire, men 
must be twenty-four. 
We hear a great deal about Prus- 
sianism these days. 
A Prussian can­ 
not vote under twenty-live. 
Nor can 
the conquered Belgian cast a ballot at 
a more tender age. 
Up in Denmark folks grow up slow­ 
ly, and thirty years is the minimum 
limit for a voter. 
Japanese are sup­ 
posed lo know enough at twenty-live 
to use the ballot wisely. 
The czar lixes things nicely in the 
matter of elections.

NOISY STREET CAR CROSSING 


Invention Designed to Remove Cause 


of Much Annoyance in the 


Larger Cities. 


There are many objections raised 


against the noisy hammering of thi? 
street car as it passes over the junc- 
tion of two tracks. In the first place, 
the residents of the vicinity raise their 
protest, for every car passing in either 
direction gives three or four resound- 
ing shocks as the wheels strike the 
channels of the crossing. This is no 
more agreeable to the management of 
the railway company than to the per- 
sons living along the line, for to the 
engineer it means waste. The experi- 
ence is hard on the track and the roll- 
ing stock and the life of the metal 
crossing and the cars would be greatly 
prolonged if the pounding referred to 
could be eliminated. 
The problem is 


being given some considerable atten- 
tion at the present moment in many 
directions and patent papers have 
been recently granted to S. B. Meeker 
of this city, for a new idea in the con- 
struction»of these crossings which may 
solve the matter of eliminating the 
noise nnd pounding, according to the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 


Ordinarily the weight of the car as 


it moves along is supported by the 
broad surface of the wheel, the flange 
of which serves only, to keep the 
wheel In Its proper place on the track. 
The new crossing is constructed so 
that as the wheels approach the cross- 
ing track, they travel along on the 
flange, and. the floor of the channel 
through which they move being per- 
fectly level, there is no concussion. 
The wheels make but a single revolu- 
tion on the flange and then return to 
their normal position.

Rations are prepared in the feld 


kitchens and served to men, as at the 
call to ine^s they file past the kitchen. 
In all the armies arc field o\ens for 
baking: bread and portable kitchens for 
preparing the ration in the form of 
stews, soups or hash, or in whatever 
other A\ay appears best for the health, 
comfort nnd spirits of the men. 


In all the armies Is an emergency ra- 


tion Issued to men when they are to be 
sent on duty which may keep them 
away from the field kitchen. The men 
carry this ration In their haversack. 
A great deal of thought has been ex- 
pended on these rations, so that a sol- 
dier will have the greatest nourish- 
ment lu food In the least weight and 
bulk. 


A few stories have come over the 


wires or through the air about hungry 
soldiers in the European armies, but 
men conversant with military matters 
know that these armies, fighting as they 
are, are well fed and are getting us 
much, perhaps more, food than railed 
for in the field ration of peace times.
